Barnftt, killed 
Instantly by a bullet which i>ene- 
trated the heart, fell from the run- 
niug board of the car and the two 
men who were still In the car start- 
' ed up their motor and drove away 
at a high rate of speed. The girl 
disappeared from the scene and In 
the cunfuslon it was not observed 
whether she got into the car again 
or not. 

Body is Brought to Antioch 
Deputy Sheriffs Mlltnn Crandall 
and W. J. Hulier hurried to the 
spot and officers from Sheriff Doo 
little's office arrived In a short time. 
Constable Thompson was taken to 
the Victory Memorial hospital, Wau- 
kegan, and Sheriff Doolittle ordered 
the body of the deud man to be 
taken to the Strang undertaking par 
lors In Antioch. 

Vpon hearing rumors that an un- 
dertaker's car, together wlib a group 
of the friends of the dead gunman 
were on their way to Antioch froni 
Chicago, the sheriff stationed a 
guard to see that the body was not 
molested. No trouble developed and 
a rornner's Jury was called Monday 
morning by Coroner Taylor of Llh- 
ertyvllle. Assisted by Or. Warrlner 
of Antioch he |)erformed an autopsy 
over the body 

The post mortem showed that nt 
least two shotH had penetrateil the 
body, one passing through the heart 
and one through the abdomen. Num- 
erous scars on the body from old 
wounds were mute wltnesHcs of the 
former exploits of Barnett. 

After the imst mortem the Inidy 
was given Into the charge of the 
r^her, who came to Antioch early 
Monday niornlag to claim II. and It 
was taken to Chicago for burial. The 
Inquest will be delayed until such 
Ume as Constable Thompson la 
able to testify. 

Companion's of Man Not Pound 
AttemplH made thus far to locate 
the companions of Barnett have 
proved uuBUcceHsful. A picture of a 
young woman, which Barnett carried 
In his watch, was at first thought to 
afford a clue to the identity of the 
woman who figured in the affair but 
later proved to be a picture of his 
sister. Bystanders gave the number 
of the car as 704-872 III. '27 and this 
number was found to have In-en is- 
•ued to James Data of 740 South 
East Avenue. Oak Park, 111. The 
car was an Auburn. It Is anticipat- 
ed that further Information may be 
divulged at the Inquest. 

Sheriff Doolittle yesterday ex- 
pressed himself as being of the 
opinion that Barnett's friends were 
not apt to seek vengeance, although 
Thompson stated that he though It 
possible that he might be called up 
on to shoot It out again some day. 
Thompson's commission expires In 
192S and he has expressed his Inten 
tlon of staying on the Job till that 
time. 

Constable Thompson Is reported 
as being seriously although not 
critically 111, by Dr. P. A. Besley of 
Waukegan who U attending him. It

Sheriff Doolittle has reconsidered 
hia decision made early In the sea- 
son not to ask the county board to 
provide motor cycle cops for his of- 
fice, and it Is expected that a meet- 
inR of tbe finance committee and 
the chairman of the Imarii, Bert C. 
Thompson, will be held aoon to 
consider the question and provhle 
ways and means for their support, 
At the meeting of the county 
supervisors last year the county 
traffic patrol was discontinued as a 
result "t budget revision which was 
concentrated m the decreasing of 
the county's expenses. It was be- 
lieved by the finance committee at 
the beginning of the season that the 
expenses of such offtcers, it ihey 
were put on the force, would have to 
be defrayed from the Income of the 
■herllfs office. This the Sheriff 
found It impossible to do. 

Over July 4th four motor cycle 
lH>llcemen were put on duly as n 
temporary measure over the three 
day holiday, and two of them have 
since been retained. Tbe Sheriff 
pointed out that, over July 4th 
atone, 35 arrests were made for 
speeding and other trafdc violations, 
and that there la necessity for the 
reinstatement of a regular patrol of 
motorcycle polite. With the open- 
ing of (ireen Ray road, traffic has 
become heavier than ever and the 
Sheriff stated Uiat his officers are 
kept busy with regular duties at his 
office, lo say nothing about being de- 
tailed as traffic controllers. 

It is felt by students of the traffic 
situation that the appointment of a 
corps of motorcycle police would 
forestall accidents and that reckless 
drivers and traffic violators can be 
apprehended and fined, thus rednt- 
ing the danger.

"We are Just entering upou an era 
of coranmnlcatlon by the sfjuarl 
Inch," Mr. Sarnoff continued. He pre- 
dicted that the dot and daub system 
of transmission now universally In 
use, would eventually give way to 
facsimile, or visual transmlsBion, 
when the complete measage or pic- 
ture would bo flashed acroas oceans 
or cnntliicnta In photographic form. 
"It Is an iutereHtJng retlectlon," he 
pointed t.ul. "that after thousands of 
years of communication experience, 
mankind will probably go back, not 
In the too far future, to picture trans- 
mission—pictures of words as well as 
of photographic reproducilona of 
Images— fur the busts of -his written 
communication system. We are Ju«t 
entering upon Ihe era of communica- 
tion by the square Inch. 

"The problem ol a practical syslem 
of fascimllo trauBmlmiton la the prob- 
lem of obtaining high speed transmis- 
sion. The basiB already has been laid 
by the photo radiogram service now 
In commercial opt'rallon by the Radio 
Corporation of America. During the 
past year we have transmitted hun- 
dreds of photographs, sketches and 
architect's drawings by radio between 
New York and Europe. In our labora- 
lorlea sheets of typewriting contain- 
ing over l,5t>0 tendetler words have 
been perfectly transmitted and re- 
ceived In a few minutes, through im- 
proved transmitting and receiving ap- 
paratus with which we are now ex- 
perimenting. 

"From an average sending Ume of 
40 minutes per photograph when the 
service was flrsl esUbllshed a little 
over a year ago. the commercial time 
of tranamlBBloo has been reduced to 
SO minutes.

Already Ihe Interference wblrh wus 
eiper.cnced In some arms due to un- 
regulaifd and mi«giil'led hroadcasiing 
aciivitUs, has been ellmluated In larRe 
measure by greater separation be- 
tween broadcast freiinencles in con- 
gested radio districts. Instead of the 
entire hroadcastinK eniabltKhment of 
the nation operating at one lime, with 
a resultant confusion comparable with 
Ihe Tower of Habel of hlhMcal renown. 
Ihe Federal Radio Conim^Rslon has 
very wintly eought to reduce the iiuni 
ber of broadcasters operating at one 
time to proportions In keeping with 
the limited though adeguaie trafRc 
facilities of our broadiaxtlng wave 
lengths. Throughout ihelr work the 
rights of the radio listener as the 
prime consideration have betii re- 
spected, while broadcasiers have been 
assured better conditions for the 
tranBmlBslon and reception of iheir 
efforts. 

The beneflclal effects of the new 
broadcasting regulations will become 
more and more evident during ibe 
next few months, Hadlo fans In the 
congested centers are again expeH- 
enclng the thrills of clean-cut recep 
tlon. Long-distance or "DX" rerep^ 
lion which, during the usual hours 
of listening In had become almost a 
lost art, Is now being reinstated with 
the elimlnalloo of Ihe thick tog of 
Interference heretofore enshrouding 
the air.

Better Programs for Summertime 

Listeners 
On the other hand, ihnre need b« 
ao fear ihii the work of the "radio 
traffic officers" will reduce Ihe vtilunie 
or the qualily of radio enlerlainnienl, 
Far from being the case, this work 
actually aims ai the encourag*;ment 
of good programs by alloting exclusive 
wavelengths and more time to organi- 
xaiions in a position to provide the 
highest type of entertainment. After 
all. so It Is realixed more and more, 
radio broadcasting Is a public forum 
of vast proportions, and only those 
with something worthy of the atten- 
tion of the vast gathering it com- 
mands sho'ild b« permitted lo take 
this Invisible stage and rostrum. In 
broadcasting, we hare the key to 
•ome six million homes. Surely this 
great opportunity mutt not be misused. 
Due in large measure to Ihe steady 
expansion of the oualde pick up sys 
tem of broadcasting stations, whereby 
program material may be gathered 
outside Ihe studio, summer programs 
are certain to be on a par with those 
of the indoor season. For the out 
door season provides the program di 
rector with opportunities to gather ex 
ceptional program material In the 
form of outdoor concerts, sporting 
events, glsnt public meetings and na 
tlonal celebrations Radio "report* ra," i 



pbanrly override Un disturbing nolsck 
This rompeiiiion of nature's broad 
casting forces haH been met by uroad 
casters through ihe steady increase 
of Iheir Iranfmltilng power. In fact, 
It Is generally agreed today Hut 
broadcasting liegun with an alto 
gether too timlied conception of the 
amount of powtr retjuired for reliable 
service, lust as modern illumlnailon 
began with ihe ciuxlle sh the basis of 
house lightinK. wliich feelde illumi 
nant would ImHy b« hopelessly in 
adeijuale for our more brill. antl> 
lighted homes and streets. From liM 
watts as the standard for good broad 
casting service, we have gone ii 
5,000 watts In the case of many lead 
Ing stations, and even to higher pow 
er In the case of a few broadcastlni; 
stations, notably WJZ of New Vork 
j (owned by the Radio Corporation ot 
America) with 45.iioo watts, WGY ot 
' Schenectady wlih a rating of BG.OOd 
watts, and KDKA of Pittsburgh with 
60.000 walls (owned by Ihe General 
I Electric and Westlnghouse Compa 
nies, respecllvelyi. 

Today, In Ihe parts of the I'nited 
States where moh people are found, 
there is ample signal strength from one 
or more broadcasting stations to com 
bat successfully sverape summertime 
' conditions. Radio engineers have 
measured Ihe average strength ol 
sialic throughout the year, and pres 
ent-day broadcasting stations are pro 
vlding local service fully capable of 
' coping %ltb it. 

Higher power broadcasting, more 
than any other factor, has converted 
radio broadcasting from a seasonal an 
tertalnment to an all-year-round serv 
Ice. Especially is this fell In rural dis 
tricls. far removed from Ihe centers 
of population, which could be reached 
on a dally basis only during a few 
months of the year, with the low pow 
er formerly employed. 

At the Receiving End 
Yet the broadcaster alone cannot en 
tlrely overcome summertime Inter 
ference single-handed. It must have 
cooperation at Ihe receiving end as 
well. The radio enthusiast can. with 
In reason, contribute his share by se 
lecting programs from local and pow 
erful stations that provide ample sig 
nal strength lo override the Inter 
ference level and by being content 
with fair volume from the loudspeak- 
er, so as to enjoy the radio entertain 
ment wlihout bringing up Ihe objec 
tlonable undercurrent of disturbance 
to a degree where It Impresses Itself 
on the listeners* consciousness. Plac 
lag the loudiipeaker at a reasonable 
distance from the listener helps some 
what 

Considering all Ihe contrtbutiog 
helpful factors. It is sure that this 
summer will see the continued enjoy 
ment of radio broadcasting by those 
whose lives have been brightened by 
the man^gnod Ihtnga which this new 
art brines Lalo the homa.
